inCYCLE ACCIDE.NTS. 

The 'number of bicycle accidents in 
Ivondon is increasing to an alarming 
extent, and there were scvoi-al fat^il falls 
thie week, including one wliich resulted 
in the deallt of a young girl. As there 
has been some adverse cominent on the 
story that Princess Jlaude of Wales, 
whilo riding on a i)ieycle in Kegent 
street recently, t;oing to visit her old 
nurse, "skidded" and was thrown, a 
semi-official announcement has been 
issued denying that there was any truth 
in the story, and adding that the Princess 
has never ridden a bicycle in the streets 
of London. 

^ WUOL'ESALE INFANT SIURDBR. 

'A^ sensational arrest lias been made at 
Reading of a woman named Ihcer and 
her son-in-law, Palmer, chjvrged with 
iiitirilering a number of infants. The 
Ixiilies 01 six children, apparently 
strangled to death, have been recovered 
from the Thames where they bad lieen 
thrown, weighted down with bricks, 
etc. It is added that letters were found 
at the wonnin'a house Showing that 
many of the jjarents with whom she and 
her stnipoHcd accomplice had dciilings 
were aware <if the fate intended 
for the infanlH consigned to Mrs. 
I licer's care. These letters, it appears, 
were from all classes of society, and, ac- 
cording to llie Lonikdi police, a liu'ge 
ntiiiiberof bodies found in the Thaines 
dtirint.' the past year may be traced to 
.Mrs. Dicer aiul her soii-iii-Uiw. Coro- 
ners have been puzzled at the recovery 
of so many bodies from the Thames be- 
tween Wapping and Batterpea, some of 
them mule aiu! otiier.s wrapped in 
brown paper or old linen, but U|j 
to the present the autlior of these 
mvsteriouB murders could not be traced. 

The re-assem tiling of parliament has 
been the feature of the week for London, 
:ind the daily ({uestionsregardintr foreign 
albiirs showered upon the Secretary of 
St;it(! for the Colonies, Mr. .loscph 
("hamberlain, and I'nder Secretary of 
Stale for Foreign All'air.s Mr. Clenru'e X. 
tUiiv.on, have served again li.i draw at- 
leiition to the unsettled sUite id' allairs 
in all direi;tions. Well-inloruuid in'ri-ons 
th. .K liiat .\fricii is going to blaze wilh 
war from ('iiiro to the Cape uf Cloud 
Hope. Tliete is sai<l lo Ik- a strong po.s- 
sibilily of (.ireat HritJiin having to con- 
ipier the TraUHvaal, a task which alone 
would require at least ,'i,OlK) troops. It 
is likely, therefore, that the British 
army will soon be largely increased in 
Btrengtli aa it is considered extremely 
doubtful if it is capable of grappling 
with the work seemingly cut out for it 
in .'Vfrica alone. In the meanwhile

are on the "(juiv ivo," and the attitude 
of Russia is espeeiiilly disiiuieting. J'^ven 
a newspaper like the .St. .Fames (.iazette 
ex[)resseK <lisoust with the siipineness of 
the government, which allows Rus.sia to 
pursue her adviinct! niuibeid^ed in the 
direction of Port .\rthur. it says: "To- 
day l^ussiii Jiaa got all and nioi-e than 
she4reained of in Crimean days. I'Vance 
is her niaid-of-all-work, Germany her 
frienil, Turkey lier vassal, and half the 
powers of the world are dancing to Rus- 
sia's tune." 

H'riUOHH SMALLPOX OUTintl!AK. 

The situation in Gloucester, where 
virulent snuilipox is raging, is 
so serious that the government 
is likely to take charge. Up to 
March 2S there were 700 eases. 
Since tlien there has been an increase of 
50 weekly. The percentage of deaths is 
2,5, aud the town is in a state of panic. 
The Dean of Gloucester has issued an 
appeal ;for assistance. All the race 
meetings, etc., have been cancelled and 
all the railway holiday arraniroments 
iibaiuloned. The town is generally avoid- 
ed, and other towns are instituting (luar- 
antine against Gloucester, The situation 
is due to the anti-vaccination views of 
the local council, ami now the citizens, 
including those who were violently o|i- 
])osed to vaccination, are rushing in 
thousands to be vaccinated. The news- 
papers generally hold the local authori- 
ties responsible lor this distressing state 
ofafl'airs.

LoNDo.N, April 11. — Rt. Hon. Gerald 
lialfotir, chief secretary for Ireland, on 
Monday next will inti'oduco an Irish 
land bill of far lai'ger scojie than thatof 
Mr. John Morley, the former Liberal 
chief secretary for Ireland. It provides 
the principle of purchase by the occupy- 
ing tenant as being the ultminto solu- 
tion of the land (|tiestiori in lielanil. 
Mr. Balfour's task has been made easier 
by the incrensing jiroaperity of Irelainl, 
where agitation is becoming decidedly 
at a discount. The savings banks de- 
jiositH in Ireland now amount to nearly 
£8,000,000, the liighest figures ever 
recorded. Besides, the balk of tiie 
evicfed tenants have returned to their 
holdings and Smith-Barry, as an ex- 
ample, baa just come to terms with all 
his agrhiultural tenants in Tipperary 
and other imjiortaiit settlements are in 
progress. Finally the (juestion of abol- 
ishing the ollice of Lord I>ieutenant of 
Ireland and aiipointing a inemljer of the 
Royal family, possibly the Duke of 
York, the heir presumptive, to reside 
lierinanently in Ireland is again being 
agitated and the question will he raised 
sliortly in the House of Commons. It is 
said that the scheme linds fttvor with 
Irishmen of all parlies, and it is claimed 
to he very popular in Ireland. Mr. 
Michael Da vitt has disposed of his land 
league cottage and has taken up hia resi- 
dence at Battersea. 



COLUMBIA IMVKR CRISIS. 

Fishermen Deterniineil lo Do no FisliiuE .ind 
Will Preyent Other People Doing So. 

A.sTORiA, Dr., Aprd 11. — It was re- 
ported here last night on good authority 
that under the protection of the troops 
sent by Gov. McGraw, of Washington, 
Ihvaco, the trapmen of Baker's bay will 
coninience Ushing to-day, and turn the 
lisli over to Soaboi'g's cannery at -1 cents 
per pound, Seaborg having agreed to re- 
ceive them and pack all the men will 
deliver to.bim. '.Seaborg ia a member of 
the 'Packers' Association. The other 
cannerymen here are still firm in theii- 
position, and there is no change in this 
attitude of the fishermen. 

The fishermen have notified all the 
marketmen that if any salmon ^vere 
found on their slabs they would be 
seized and destroyed. The men are (inn 
in their determination to do no fishing 
themselves aud to permit no one else to 
tish, either for jjacking i)urposos or 
nntrket. So far as can be learned, there 
was no fishing done on the river yester- 
day. If the Baker's bay |)eo])le attemjit 
to carry out their threat there may be a 
colliBion between llie men and the 
militia.

OrTAWA, April 11. — At midnight to- 
night the most extraordinary jiarlia- 
mentary sitting on record wtis brought 
to a close after the lioiiee had been in 
continuous session for 129 hours, of 
which 12 were consumed in recess for 
dinner, 2!) in considering the remedial 
bill and 88 in discussing motions to 
adjourn. Out of the l'2l) hours, however, 
considerable time was taken up in irre- 
levant discussion. Eleven clauses out 
of 112 have been passed. 

To-day's sitting has not been without 
interest. During tho early hours of the 
morning Colonel Tynvhitl read the 
Remedial bill from start to finish. Mr. 
Bergeron, on entering the chamber after 
breakfast, was immediately called uiioii 
to decide whether or not this was Siittir- 
dav and the hotipo was sitting under 
Saturday's rules. Mr. Bergeron, amid 
applause and laughter, ruled that this 
was Monday. 

In the afternoon a wrangle occurred 
over the attempt of Sir Richard Cart- 
wright to fasten the famous phrase " No 
confidence in the breed," on Sir Obarles 
Topper. Sir Charles Tupper to-night 
exiilained that the letter in which the 
phrase was sujiposed to have occurred 
wa.s stolen from the law office of Tay & 
Macdonnell of Toronto. i\Ir. Macdonnell 
had written him yesterday stating that 
the phrase had never appeared iu .the 
letter, but that wlieu tlie letter was 
given to the Grit* press iu 1883 a vile 
forgery was perpetrated. 

At 10 minutes to 12 Mr. McNeill's 
motion for the committee to rise was 
ne>;atived. Sir Charles Tupper im- 
mediately made a similar motion, which 
was carried. In moving tho adjourn- 
ment of the House, Sir Charles Tupper 
said the consideration of the Remedial 
bill would bo resumed on Monday. The 
House adjourned amid loud cheers' and 
counter cheers.

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Holmes Confesses to Having Tiikcii 
Twenty-soven Lives— " Possessed 
of the Devil." 



An Uuimralloled Record— Not 
AVord of Kegrret for His 
Terrible Deeds. 



I'liiLADiiU'iiiA, April 11. — The North 
American to-day printa wiiat purport 
to be extracts from tlie confession al- 
leged to have been made by murderor 
H. H. riohnes. The confession covers 
in full nearly tlirco newspaper jmijes, 
written in Holmes' own handwriting, 
and gives details with a minuteness 
which is simply revolting. The areli- 
mutilator and author of twenty-seven 
murders, as he admits himself to be, 
states with something like pathos, that 
he does so simply that lie may obtain 
enough money to educate his \ioy. 
Holmes writes his blood-curdling lUnj- 
cities with an abandon which simply ap- 
pals one. Not one grain of remorse 
seems to enter into tlie construction of 
the document, and never for a moment, 
except in one or two isolated cases, one 
where he refers touchingly to the mem- 
ory of Miss Williams, and aiiotlier time 
when he patlietically sjieaks of iliu(jnt- 
rage perpetrated on his boy, does the re- 
deeming element of pity figure in the 
case. 

1-legret is never for a moment express- 
ed ; he comes out boldly and without 
compunction, o|)ening with the state- 
ment: " I was bor n wi'.li the very devil 
in me." l-"ven now he lielieves that the 
evil spirit is tlie guiding genius o! Iii.- 
destiny. He bc^lieves be is fully under 
the si)cll uf the danuied, and, despite as- 
sertions to the contrary, that he is re- 
ceiving the attentions of a nuniater of 
God, and that he is generally becoming 
imbued with the spirit of forgiveness 
and religion, he feels be is lost hopeless- 
ly. He even goes further and asserts 
that ho is gradually, iu appearance, in 
figure and in face, becoming distorted ; 
and he sees, whether in the distortion of 
his bloody imagination, by which he 
conjures hosts of vengeance-calling dea<l , 
or not, all the faces assume the look, 
the eyes the leer and the very ears an 
exact similitude of the picture of Satan. 

'• Yes, I was born with the devil in 
nie," says he in one part of bis confes- 
sion. "The inclination came to me 
iia^urally, as tlie inspiration to tlo right 
comes to the majority of jiersons. Whore 
others' hearts are touched with pity, 
mine is Idled with cruelty; where in 
others the feeling was to save life, I re- 
velled in the thought of destroying it. 
Not only that, not satisSud in taking it 
in the ordinary way, I sought devices 
strange, fanatical, even grotesque, and 
my fancy gave me play to work my mur- 
derous will. I revelled in it with the en- 
thusiasm of an alchemist who is hot on 
the trail of the philosopher's stone. 
This ineUnation came early in life. I re- 
member, when a mere lad, my ambition 
was to study medicine that I might 
know the relative effects of poisonous 
gases; that I might fully become ac- 
quainted with their uses and learn to be 
expert in handling them. 

" 1 am convinced that since my ini- 
))ri8oninent I have changed woefully 
and gruesomely from what 1 formerly 
was in face and ligure. 1 mean, in fact, 
that my features are assuming nothing 
more or less tliau a pron<.unced satan- 
ical cast , that I have become alilicled 
with that iliseahx', rare but terrible, with 
wliicli physi<'iaiis are aciiuainted, over 
which they seem to have no conlrnl 
whatever. The disease is malformation 
or distortion of the osseous parts, ea-is ■ 
iny a deformity so marked in maiiv men 
that they are made to assume a likeness 
to the inferior animals. The change be- 
gins with pain in all the joints, followed 
by excruciating symptoms located on the 
head and bones of the face. 

" These I attributed lirat to rheumatic 
trouble, until I found they were gradu- 
ally causinu' a change to take place in 
my whole ligure, cpiite in keeping with 
my character. The real nature of the 
malady then began to dau ii on me. .1 
recollect having studie<l once alnjut a 
mail whose features became deformed 
by this disease in such a way that be 
gradually grew to resemble a donkey. 
The horror of the thing did not fall on 
me, for it was quite in keening with mv 
nature, and like a true ineaical student. 
I began to study the new conditions that 
had arisen. From what I can .see. 1 
fullv believe that I am growing to re- 
semble Satan : that the osseous parts c)i 
mv bead and lace are gradiialh- assum- 
ing that elDiiL'utcd siiape r-o pronnu need 
in what IS calU-d the ileu'ciierati' head 
that the SI mill t uilc IS almost (•i.iin pleted. "

speaks ol his earlv e.Kpcrieuci' ol buv- 
hood days on the hirm iii Xei'inoiit, ami 
the life iie UmI until he enli-rcd college lo 
study mediH'iiii' in M iciiigan. Not until 
aftei' be tiiadiiaUMl, fully e(|iiipped with 
a knowledge of tlie liuman frame and 
•the easiest way to sever the simple 
thread of life, ilid Holmes begin bis 
career ua a munlerei- ami mutilator. 
When he began, he admits hiinself, that 
he was ruth less and never once halted 
until he took 27 lives, and would have 
committed six other murders, ho added, 
biul not certain occurrences interveiuMl, 
Possibly one of the worst, most brutal, 
revolting and diKgiisting this arcli-mutil- 
alor ever coiiiiuittcd was the one which 
be speaks of in 1 he cha]>ter (levoted to 
bis boy, son of the wife whom ho mar- 
ried in New Kngland when but a youth. 
The chapter in question tells a Ht(n'y 
hardly creditable. Coming as it does 
from the lips of the father, it outranks 
barbarous cruelty any other act over

It was simply the craving of the mur- 
derer within mo which inspired me to 
make a subject of my little one. I noticed 
there ■was a terrible look ,ot' fear on the 
liule'fellbw'fi face as I took liim into the 



barn. He trembled as I took the knife 
and told him to undress. I have often 
lliDUgbt since it was like the look of a 
t^carcd rabbit laid on the operating table, 
iispitiful eyes searching the groupabout 
him to see 'if all were intent on the an- 
ticipated incision." 

With the utmost abandon, and ifitb. 
here anil there a sign of regret. Holmes 
tells how be went through theopora- 
ation of mutilating his own son. He 
tells how his own flesh and blood were 
made to submft to the barbarous blndif, 
and then and there mutilated it, liimply 
to pacify the cravings of the miirdeier's 
heart. Ue concludes that be fell satis- 
lied that he did not murder the bov out-

Insureent Le.^dcrs Nearly All Men Without 
Menus— Important Spanish Victory. 

n.u-.\NA, April 10. — Statistics c 
lected regarding the iiieurgents show 
that their leaders are neatly all men 
without property. About three thou 
sand of the insurgents are under 20 years 
old, and their total number is said to be 
.'iO.OOO. Many of Ibem are without arms, 
(ien. Oliver, near Oamajuani, province of 
Santa Clara, has liad a sevt're engage- 
ment with OOb insurgent under 
Jose (.ioiizales, the (;olored li'adcr, and 
others, resulting in the defeat of the in- 
surgents with a loss of thirty killed and 
many wotimleil. The troops lost lifteeii 
killed anci twenty-six woundeii. The 
insurgents drew tiie trooiis into an aui- 
hiiscade in a (h-iise wofxl with rising 
hillsides (Covered with trees on each side 
of it. The insurgeutr bad constructed 
earthworksand Iroiii behind these, which 
protected them from the lire of the sol- 
diers, they awaited the approaeh of the 
column. The soldiers • were marching 
along, but when the column was wi-ll in- 
side the ambuscade a dynamite Imiiib 
"•as suddenly burled into the ran ks of 
the troops, which C'.\[)l()ded, killing 
several men and wounding a nuriibe. 
of others, besides almost causing 
a panic. The Spanish ollireis, however, 
i|uickly rallied their iiuMi and lire was 
opened on the (uiemy, but the latter 
poured a siiower of bullets id, the 
soldiers, many of the latter being 
wounded by explosive missiles. At first 
the Spanish inhintry gave way, he- 
mg taken so completely by Hiir|.rise. 
batter, however, the troojjs were 
rallieil ami made a spi(>iidid dash for- 
\var<l and ii|) tlii' side of the hillside over 
the earthworks, driving the insurgents 
before them at the point of the liayoiiet 
and shooting them down as they lied up 
the hilhiile. The lire of t he enemy was 
qiiirltly silenced ami the troops:' eap- 
tiired ami razed the insurgent camps on 
lioth hides of ambiiscadi', where; they 
found a nuiiiber of lioM's of abandoned 
ammunition and several rilles.

^xV IMPORTANT PROPOSAL. 

A projiosition wa.s laid before tlie 
Coiniiiittee on Agriculture ii few ilayp 
ago which is well worthy the considera- 
tion i)i the Dominion Governuient. 
It is known to nil tliat faniifra 
lose a great deal every year lor 
want of some means of preserving 
perishable products in a market- 
able state. If cold storage depots 
were established iii couvenieut centres 
they woultl be the means not only of 
preventing great loss to the farming 
community but would be of considerable 
benefit to the.iBhabitanta of the towns 
and cities, as t^jey would afford them a 
continuous supply of many farm pro- 
ducts in good condition. This is the 
propo.sition wliich wuh made hy Mr. 
William Johnson, of the Dominion Cold 
Storage Company, Montreal: 

He proposed to establish cold storage 
warehouses in various parts of the 
country, If the Government would 
undertake to guarantee -1 per cent, inter- 
est for ten years on $H,()iH),()0(), the an- 
ticipated amount ui oiulay. The idea, 
was to (irovitle colil storage ac- 



• CHAMBERLAIN'S SPEECH. 

The epeocli lately made by the Kight 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, looking to a 
closer union between CTieiit Britain and 
her colonies, based upon mutual com- 
mercial advantage, evidently made a 
strong impression on so ardent a be- 
liever it! free trade in the abstract aa 
the London Timc-s, fur it closes an article 
on that speech with the following para- 
graph : 

The belief in free trade as the iii- 
disiienaitble coTuiitioii for the growth of 
an industrial and commercial community 
like ours is not inconsistent with a 
growing impatience of tlie i)edaiitry 
that would condemn any practical mod- 
ilications of an ab.stract doctrine, such 
as the iiioi^t rigid ecoiioniists have tliem- 
Hclves introduced when they bail to de- 
Hcend from theory to business. A very 
iiioderiite advantage given to our 
i-uloiiial fellow-subjects would have 
scarcely a perceptible inlliience on the 
giHMt bulk of our foreign trade. At the 
same time, it would bo a substantial 
guarantee to tlie colonists of a position 
in the tiome market, the importance of 
which is likely to increase from year to 
year. There is, at any rate, very weighty 
'matter for discussion in the snggestions 
wliich .Mr. Chamberlain has thrown out, 
and which, as he sliowed, liad lieeii fore- 
sliailoweil in tiie dispati^h of his prede- 
cessor ill office under the late govern- 
ment. 

That " epoch-making speech " has evi- 
dently made a deep impression upon 
thonsaiids of liriti;-h subjects lioth in 
Great Britain and the colonies, and will, 
we have no doubt, have a great influ- 
ence in bringing about the closer tmion 
which it foreshadowed.

coiumodation, in order to allow farm 
jjroducts to be ulaced on the market in 
practically tlie same condition as when 
they were produced. The i^tock of the 
company was pretty well subscribed, 
and, should the oiler be accepted, they 
were prepared to begin at once. It was 
originally intended to erect warehouses 
at -Montreal and the other exportint; 
points, but, on fiirthei investiga- 
tion, the cc^mpany came to the con- 
clusion to establish warehouses in the 
producing districts, so that they might 
he more convenient of access to the 
fariner.s. He dwelt particularly upon 
the prosjieels of developing a profitable 
trade in eggs with (ireat Britain, point- 
ing out tiiat imiuiries made there sliow- 
eil that an}' (luantitynf cold storage egL;s, 
preserved by niechaiiical refrigeration, 
could be disposeti of, the .'•iiinmer iirice 
at the distriliiuing points being 10 nr •_'() 
cents per dozen, and the average wiutt'r 
jirice 18 or 38 cents. The price of stor- 
age jier case of -10 dozen for six moiitlis, 
Mr. Johnson said, wintld be oO cents. 
The freight rate per dozen from the 
warehouse to tlie other side of the .At- 
lantic was estimated at 2 cents a dozen, 
while the cost of storage and handlintr 
was estimated at I cent. A ware- 
house of the ca])acity of 50,000 
cubit feet, and which would hold 
about L'5,0t)t) boxes of cheese, would cost 
Jf 12, 50(1. If the c'lmpiinv's oll'er was ac- 
cepted, warehouses would be built 
v,-herever proiiii.'e was availal.le. Should 
t!ie guarantee be given, the company 
wcnld gn 1(1 work at once, and save ni'ire 
than double the .^IIJO.OIIII interest before 
the vearAvaa out. The guarantee would 
not be asked for until t he ImiMings were 
put up, and the government ('ould ex- 
ercise supervision in such a way as to 
control the issue of the stock. 

rrofessor KMliertsnii occupied part of 
the same .'•(■.-■sidii of the Committee by 
explaining what the Government pro- 
posed to do in providing cold storage? ac- 
commodation. So it ujipears that pre- 
vious to hearing the offer made by Mr. 
Johnson, the Government intended to 
do something in the way of pro- 
viding cold storage for the benefit 
of the farmers. Wliat the (.lovernment 
does in this way for the advantage of the 
farmers of Kastcrn Canada it may 
reasonably be expected to do for the 
farmers of Western Canada. We have 
not heard how Mr. Johnson's proposal 
was received by the Government, but if 
it is accepted the sanio guarantee as is 
given to the Dominiou Gold Storage 
Company will be extended to cold stor- 
age establishments in all parts of 
Canada. 



GOOD ADVERTISEMENTS. 

We were right in our surmise that Mr. 
llobert Ward's letter to the Fall Mall 
Gazette on British .Columbia as a gold 
producing country ■w;ould direct public 
attention in Bnglandpt^) this Province, 
la the two Buoceedlng numbers of the 
Gazette there were several letters all 
-confirming what Mr. Ward had written. 



It is safe to say that ninety-nine 
out of every hundred American jingoes 
who indulge in tall-talk about war and 
who boast of what the United States 
could do and would do if any European 
power should have the temerity to go to 
war with it, have not the remotest idea 
aa to what actual warfare is like. To 
show these thoughtless and ignorani 
biaggarts what would ha|)pen to their 
country if, in its present state of prepar- 
ation, its Congress should provoke a war 
with n first class naval power, an Amer- 
ican writer has contributed a very inter- 
eating ami most edifying article to Har- 
lier's Weekly. lie has given it this 
startling title : " Tiie Boiubardnieut of 
Chicago." This of itself is sufficiently 
significant. The article is in the shape 
of a letter of a young British naval oflicer 
to his jiarents in England. The author 
assumes that the war talk in Congress 
and in the new.s|)apurs has brought 
about its natural and [lerhaps its intend- 
ed result, am! made war between Great 
Britain and the United States imminent. 
British ships of war of all sizes and all 
classes are ordered to America. Halifax 
is the rendezvous. The ship in which 
the young oliicer served was in the 
-Mediterranean when the crisis came on. 
She inimedii-.tely set sail for Halifax., 
His first letter is dateil from that port, j 
" This harbor," he writes, " isa wonder- 
ful sight; beats everything I oversaw at 
Spithead let alone the Mediterranean. 
What do you think of forty-five men-of- 
war, big and little, ten of them line of 
battle ships, from the old Ma;:f;acre to 
the Pestilence, every one ugiier than 
the other, a tlozen lirst-c'hiss cruisers, 
and no end of small fry like us. Three 
vice-admirals, if you please, and 
rear-admirals too common to notice. 
Pesides the men of war we have had six 
or eight liist class liners and tramps be- 
yond counting coming and going its trans- 
jiorts besides I roups that ari' forwarded 
by rail as fast as they arrive over and 
above the reinforcements for the garrison 
here, which is already doubled." 

He says incidentally " the fleet in the 
harbor is about twice as strong I sup- 
])ose as the whole American navy." The 
ship in which the writer is an oflicer 
wi til fourteen 1 1 thers of light draft are sent 
lip the Kiver St. Lawrence. In order 
that they ma\- not draw loo much water 
their heaVy guns and other armament 
are taken out before they leave Halifax 
and forwarded to a port on one of the 
lakes by rail. These fifteen unarmed 
warships steam up the ^?t. Law- 
rence tbr.nigh the canals and over 
the lakes until they arrive at 
a little freiiueiited port of Laki! Huron, 
where they find their armament await- 
ing them. On their way up ships of the 
squadron are left at difFeront points 
where they can be of use when wanted. 
Up to this time war liiifl not been tle- 
clared. After the guns have been [Hit 
on board the ships and they are put in 
good fighting trim, a messenger arrives 
with the news that war has been de- 
clared. 

The passage up the river and through 
the canals and lakes is made as secretly 
as possible. The voung officer is sur- 
prised at the defenceless condition of the 

towns and cities along the route. 

One day early in June the six remain- 
ing ships of the squadron set out for Chi- 
ciigo, and on the 10th they are 
in position before the doomed 
city. The inhabitants do not real- 
ize the seriousness of their situa- 
tion, for they turn out in crowds 
and in all sorts of craft to have a look at 
the British ships. The oflicera have a 
good deal of trouble in keeping them at 



a respectful distance. The boats con- 
taining the members of the press are 
persistent in their rftteiiiptn to get near 
the'ships of war and to interview their 
ofhcers. The writer pokes a good deal 
of fun in a sly way at the newspaper 
men. The oflicer whoso duty it was to 
prevent boats getting too near the men- 
of-war was under the necessity of turn- 
ing the hose on the reporters before he 
could get rid of them. 
. The citizens seem to have fouml it 
ditlicult to believe that the ailniiral in 
command really meant business. They 
seemed disposed to make the visit of the 
British ships the occasion of a holiday. 
But they were soon undeceived. Very 
shortly after the ships opened fire on 
the city its inhabitants began to realize 
what is meant by "the horrors of war." 
.\s the city was com |iletely defenceless, 
and aa the bomhardmen,t was mere tar- 
get jiractice, dreadful destruction was 
made in a very short time. "There was 
not," the narrator says, "one of the 
buildings left uninjured that was big 
enotigli to be a target. Some had disap- 
peared altogether; others had their 
upper walls knocked awa}' and only a 
cage of metal bars loft .standing in the 
air, and you could see tlaylight throutrh 
others which had some of the walls left. 
It was rather sickening work.l must say, 
knocking down the houses of people 
that had done us no harm in this cold- 
blooded way. If they had fought us it 
would have been dillereut and wi^ should 
liiivegot some excitement out of it. But 
not a gun was fired from shore, and we 
were banging away without anything to 
keep up our spirits excei>t that we were 
turning the town into a junkslioj)." 

The writer winds up hia little romance 
very naturally by saying "It's a perfect 
shanie. I was here in '1)2 and I never 
met with nioie kindness in my life. 
Some of the nicest fell! iwa in the world 
and siiiiie of the loveliest women. Put, 
detirine, what fools they areL" 

it must be remembered that this ac- 
count of but a small part of what would 
liapiioii to the L'nited States if in its pre- 
sent coiulilion it was pushed into warby 
the bliitiiiit braggarts who have for some 
time been doing their best to provoke 
nations who iiuve no quarrel with them 
to ilfi or to say something that would 
precipitate a war, was written by a loyal 
American citizen with the evident inten- 
tion of showing his fellow-citizens what 
the foolisli and wicked war talk of the 
politicians might easily brinu upon the 
country. He has done his work well, 
and we hope that the lesson he teaches 
will have its intended ellect.

A Tour Tlirougli the Australian 
Colouies— Observations That 
Were Made. 



Sugrgestiou 'I liat the B. C. Ollice iu 
London Might Be Better 
Located. 



Dr. Hiiiiir.gton, wlio left Victoria on 
a tour rouiui tliu world departinj^ on the 
Canadian- Auatraliiin liner Wurriuioo in 
Anga8tlaatih.aBretar.aed home feeling 
much benefited by his extensive trip, 
which from a tourist's standpoint was 
one of incomparable interest. He ar- 
rived in Sydno}', N. S. W., just in time 
to witness tiie great race for tlio Sydney 
cup, tlie great racing event of the year 
throughout the south sea colonies, and 
. he speaks of horse racing in Australia 
as seeming to him lilce an immense in- 
duetty — for nothing so absorbs public; 
interest, or stirs to animation the entiro 
land of tlie southern cross. Australasi- 
ans, tlie Doctor says, like us ua Oan- 
adiang, but they love us ua British 
Columbians, and this siiecial friuiidshiii 
.is due diie(!lly to the nianiiur in which 
tlie Australasian c(.imiiiissioners were 
entertained while here a few years ai^o. 
There is only one hotel Ihrou^hoat the 
whole ot Australia whirh ihe I'l iard 
does not surpass — and tli;it i.- lucalid in 
Sydney. Hr. llaniiiiituii tiavelled at 
eas.; all over the routi iieiit , and natur- 
ally a'niin;„' the tliin;:^ that interested 
him ui')st were the hospitals, fewot v. hieh 
ho missed visiting. T!ie people he found 
all desirous of secnrin;; confederation, 
but, as he explained to many of tliem, 
they h ul not a Sir John A. Macdonald 
to bring it about. Their open-handed 
hospitality was everywhere evidenced, 
and Dr. Ilanington was fortunate in 
enjoying much of it. Railway travel 
in Australia, however, the doctor does 
not admire. lie says he (|uite agrees 
with the gentleman with whom he was 
touring when he said that the discom- 
forts of it had been brought to the 
highest state of perfection. Kach eolotiy 
has a special gauge of railway of its own, 
and the awkward way travellers have of 
making connections between tiiese roads 
is not only inconvenient but bothor- 
Bome, and is also soinewliat amusing. 

Through the miserable method West- 
ern Australians have of getting their 
supplies of drinlcing water the Doctor be- 
lieves that in a very short timetliey will 
all bo suffering from typhoid fever. Be- 
fore leaving Southern climates Dr. 
Hanington visited New Zealand and 
Tasmania. The scenery in the former 
country ho does not consider worthy of 
the name in comparison with tliat of 
British Columbia, but through ttu! naan- 
ner in which it is represented to travel- 
lers tlircughout the world it attracts 
thousands who would liardly give it a 
thought could they realize what that of 
British Oolumbia is. Each important 
city has, however, a niagniticent park 
and pleasure grounds which greatly 
enhance its attractions to tiie 
tourist. The Doctor went by way 
of the French line to Europe, pas- 
sing the Seychelles en route, and finally 
reaching the Mediterranean through the 
Suez canal. He first went thence to 
Marseilles and then to Paris, visiting in 
the latter city its famous hospitals, 
which have contributed so materially to 
the stores of medical information. From 
tlie I'"rench capital ho went to Jj(jnilon, 
where he arrived when the greatest 
ex])eriments known w(!ro being 
made with tlie lluntgen rays. 
He liad the opp(jrtunity of witnessintr 
all these important experiineiits and of 
gaining much valuable information 
therefrom. Remaining two moiitlia in 
Paris and London, he secured a jjhonen- 
doscope — a new German invention 
which promises to become a most valu- 
able item in the physician's eq^^uipment 
of instruments. As in other cities the 
Doctor made the round of the hospitals 
in London, gaining considerable infor- 
mation in doing so. 

In Mr. Forbes G. Vernon British Col- 
umbia has a most capable representative 
in England, but the Doctor coiisiiiers 
much of the good work accomplished biy 
that gentleman is handicappt-d by the 
unsuitable location of the ollicea of lirit- 
isli Columbia. His oflice is in the midst 
of oflicialdoin. Instead of hiiing jilaced 
well back at the end of a long curridor it 
sliould, he lii'licves, he located 
in some hnsiiicss (juarter- of the 
great city, where sam]iles (jf iiritish 
Columbia proiiucts could always he on 
view to attract the eye of the (^ajiitalist 
and the intending emigrant. British 
Columbia istheonly province of the Dom - 
inion represented among the colonial 
oHices, and should be found in no ob- 
scure corner. 

The homeward trip wa" made on the 
Campania, which arrived at New Voi'k 
a day late, and the touring N'iclorian 
was the uuest in Kaltiinore of Dr. Osier, 
of the ,lolms Hopkins. Crossing llu' 
Canadian I'acilii; a furt tier dehiy was t:x- 
perieiiced, tlii! train being snowbound 
for Mvcral days at Schrieber, and 
N'amMuver was 'not reached un- 
til Thui-sday. 

Mrs. Hanington returned with the 
Doctor, whom she met in London.

DEATH OF BISHOP EYAN. 

A Canadian and a Native of Almonte^ 
Ontario, 

Ut'i i Ai.o, April 11. — Bishop Ryan 

died vi stenlay inorijins,'. Stephen Vin- 
cent i{yan was oorii near .\lmonte, Uji- 
per Canada, .laiuiury 1, 1825. His par- 
ents settled in Pottsville, Pa., when be 
was a child, and he entered St. Charles' 
BOininnry, Philndolphia, 1810, and in 
1844 became a iiieriiber of the Lnziirist 
order. After studying theology in the 
seminary of St. JMnry's of the Barrens, 
jSIo., he was ordained a i)riest in St. 
Louis on June 24, 1840, and immediately 
held professorships in St, Mary's and 
Ca])e (.tirardeaii ''olleges. He was after- 
ward president of the college of at, Vin- 
cent, and in 1.S57 was elected visitor of 
the Lazariat order tliroiighoat the 
United States, lie wna instrumental in 
establishing the niolhcr house and novi- 
tiate of the community at Germantown, 
and transferred his residence thither 
from St. Louis. In 18QS h© was nomin- 
ated to the bishopric ot Bufl'alo, and 
consecrated on November 8. Bishop 
Ryan has frequently been called to im- 
portant missions abroad,

Toiio.NTO, April Id. — Bradstreet's this 
week says of trade in Ontario: 'J"ho 
weather has been unseasonable for the 
])a3t week, ami the movemiiiit of sjiring 
iiierchaiidiso from retailers' hands has 
been light. Dry goods stocks have not 
been broken to any e.xtent, and sorting 
business has hardly begun. The open- 
ing of navigation on the lakes, now near 
at nand, is expected to stimulate busi- 
ness generally. The grain trade has 
been more active owing to a sharp ad- 
vance in' wheat in the British and 
American markets. Coarse grains show 
no iini)rovement in iirices. Dressed hogs 
are firmer and provisions are in better 
demand. The prices of wool, hides and 
skins are substantially the si' me as tin; 
quotations of a week ago. Money keeps 
firm. In Toronto cull loans are ipioted 
at 5 per cent, on bonds ami S'^; per cent, 
on stocks. A larger supply of funds 
available for call loans is exticcted after 
the opening of navigation. CoiiuuGrcial 
paper is quoted at 6 to 7 per cent., ac- 
cording to quality.

COL. COCKERILL'S CAREER. 

The Late Famous Correspondent and Repre- 
sentative Newspaper Man of 
New York. 

C!ol. .Tolm A. Cockerill, the famoiiH 
corresjiondent of the New York Herald 
\vhose death at Cairo was announced 
yesterday, was generally regarded as 
one of the representative newspaper men 
of .America, having won this distinction 
by brilliant, energetic work covering a 
long term of busy years. He was born 
in Dayton, 0., in 1848, and began his 
newspaper work on the Scion of Temper- 
ance, when he was a very small young- 
ster, indeed. When 23 years of age he 
became editor of the Dayton Ledger. 
Two years later (in 1.S70) he svenl on the 
stall' of the Cincinnati I'^niiuirer, and 
before another two years had e.Kpired 
he was managing editor. On account 
of bis good wm k lu^ wa-^ sent by the 
McLeans as correspumlent to Turkey 
during the Huaao-Turkisli war, and suji- 
plied his paper with bri.sk and brilliant 
specials. In 1878 he went to lialtimoj'e, 
rejuvenating the Ciazette, and the next 
year went to St. Louis, where the Post- 
Dispatch needed his push and enter- 
jirise. In 1883 lie went to New York 
and took charge of the World, under 
.loseph Pulitzer. The World was then 
a wreck. Jay Gould's ownership having 
been disastrous. In a few years after 
Pulitzer bmight it the World had risen 
to the first rank in circulation. Mr. 
Cockerill, as editor-in-chief, got the 
credit for the World's success, and took 
his honors complacently, but when, live 
years ago, ho quarreled with Pulitzer 
and left the World, that paper continued 
pnuif>tlily on its course, for Pulitzer al- 
ways luul been its director. Mr. Cock- 
erill organized a syndicate, which jmr- 
ebased the New York Commercial 
Advertiser, an evening paper, and the 
oldest journal in New York, and the 
Daily Continent, a struggling morning 
paper. The name of the latter was 
changed to the Daily Advertiser. Mr. 
Cockerill was not successful in the man- 
agement of these papers, and ceased 
to have control of them two years 
ago. dust before the close of the 
,Ta|)anese-Cliinese war Mr. Cockerill was 
sent to Asiii to represent the New York 
HeraUl, and after the conclusion of peace 
be remained in Tokyo as resident corres- 
jiondent of chat paper. He was decora- 
ted by the .lapaneso government, and 
made many friends. Uecently, on the 
breaking out of trouble in Northwestern 
Africa, he was transferred by the Herakl 
to Cairo, to watch the Italian-Abyssin- 
ian and JCnglish-Dervish lighting. He 
had served several times as president of 
the New York Press Club, and for years 
furnished for a "newspaper syndicate a 
New York letter. Ho was also a prom- 
inent Mason, and a member of the Loyal 
Legion.

TOOK A SHOT AT THE CAPTAIN. 

Bartender Kehoe of tlie StL-amer "Rosalie" 
Gets Himself Into Very Serious 
Trouble. 

Captain C. W. Auies, the chief en- 
gineer, the taistoms oliicer, and other 
olllcers of the steamer Rosalie, were nut 
on board that vessel when she arrived 
last evening, having remained over at 
Port Townsend to give evideni'e in the 
preliminary trial ot George Kehoe, the 
bartender of the steamer, who is there 
under arrest on a charge of shooting at 
Cajjtain Ames on board the'vessel wnile 
she WHS eu route to tliat port from Vic- 
toria on 'I'hursday night last. The affair 
was kept very quiet on Friday, 
nothing being said of the trouble by any 
one cuunectecl with the steamer wdieii 
she reached here. According to the 
Ktnry of two eye-witnesses to the alTair, 
the trouble arose because the harttmder, 
George Koliue, did not recognize the 
captain's right to re|)riinand him. 
Shortly after the boat left Victoria, 
Customs Inspector Chris Miller, the 
chief engineer of the Rosalie and two 
passengers engaged in a four handed 
game of cards. During the course of 
the game a round of beer was called for. 
Later on the players wished for cigars, 
but the bartender, probably misunder- 
Btaiuling the order, brought more beer. 
The jiariy at the card table said it was a 
jiity they couldn't liave what thev or- 
tlered ;iii<l made several remarks of a 
like nature. Kehix! angrily rejilied 
that they were all too drunk to 
know wlint they wanted, and in- 
sisted on their taking the heer, 
which was done to avoid trouble. 

iter the game was over, the engineer 
reported the matter to the cajitaiii, and 
the latter undertook to reprimand the 
dispenser of lliiids. One word brought 
on another, and in a fit of rage Kehoe 
readied below his bar for a revolver. 
The gun went ofTas he took hold of it. 
The captain had turned his right side 
to the bar in order to reach over, when 
the bartender is believed to have thrust 
the pistol close against his coat and 
tired. Fortunately, the ball simply per- 
forated the clothing and slightly 
scratched tlie flesh beneath. Capt. Ames 
ihan went fi oni the saloon to the deck, 
leaving tbo infuriated barkeeper behind 
the high counter. Kehoe closed up the 
bar shortly afterward and locked him- 
self up in hi.s I'ooni. When Port Town- 
send was reached Kehoe was arrested on 
comiilaint of Capt. Ames. There has not 
be(.-n very good feeling for some timo 
past between the two men and it is like- 
ly to go hard with the prisoner. 
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
